2. The following is a statement of reasons for the indication 
of allowable subject matter: Applicant's invention has been 
found to be novel because prior art fails to show a signal 
representing zero-crossings, retrieving a dwell time based on 
said period, generating a second signal based on the first 
signal and said dwell time and then creating a magnetic field 
based on said second signal to deactivate an electronic article 
surveillance marker.
